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Trotting Horses and Opportunities for Purchasing. 

There teems to be a continual ebb and flow attending the prosperity 
of all branches of live stock production. We see periods wherein enor¬ 
mous prices are obtained for choice specimens of the various breeds of 
sbeep. then anon we have a plethora, and the batcher gets, at depressed 
commercial prices, lust as good as the fancier and' improver had paid 
round sums to obtain. In this department, tariffs, as well as thebal¬ 
ance of home supply and demand, affect the question, and it is not easy 
to foretell changes up or down, as in some other departments. Still 
with all this fluctoation there is generally a market for the very 
choicest animals at figures that place them beyond the reach of any 
save the manipulator of means. Like everything else, the horse inter- 
c.-t has Us alternate seasons of prosperity and depression, and si pres- 
i-ut it Is in the latter condition. The buyers, what few there are of 
ibrui, have the best end of the argument, and at no time since the 
writer has been conversant with tbe horse breeding interest, has there 
been a time when young trotting bred animals of tne richest breeding 
a ltd great promise could be obtained for ss little money as at present. 

It is true that there are certain animals that stand above price and 
ouioot be purchased now at less figures, if at all, than would have 
been requested for them during any past period. Dull as the interest 
l*. it has all past history for three hundred years In this country and 
tiugland, for tbe assurance that within the select circle of super-excel¬ 
lent quality, the price of the turf hone will never deteriorate. When 
for any cause seasons of prosperity visit the country, the turf interest 
springs at once Into activity, and if breeding has beeu neglected for 
any length of time, enormous prices rule until the deficiency can be 
overcome. While the season of prosperity is on, it Is difficult for tbe 
breeder of moderate means to obtain tuch material as would recom¬ 
mend itself to bis best judgment, but It Is In times like the present 
tbst be can select almost upon his own terms from a wide range of 
material of acknowledged excellence, and with every reasonable pro- 
babilty of obtaining the qualities of blood and physical perfection ne¬ 
cessary to the reproduction of performers of the highest caste. He can 
euter the domain of families and crosses almost at will, though the 
domain of extreme fashion, created by the immediate demonstrated 
success of the animals that occupy it. Is still and always will be 
in expensive one to invade. Hut these fashionable animals were once 
untried, and though many of them were in prosperous times, on account 
vf expectations about them, held at stiff figures, nevertheless it is prob- 
able that bad the period of their untried form have fallen in depressed 
times like the present, many of them would have changed owners at 
low figures. And it Is also beyond a question true thatln this present 
i*nod,of depression, scores of our future fashionables are beiug sold 
for s tltbo of the value that will a short time hence be placed upon 
tbeui. Again, ’‘the butcher," figuratively speaking, will get many of 
them, and in the general breaking up of breeding establishments, large 
sud small, animals possessing capabilities of the highest order will be¬ 
come absorbed in the general utility requirements of the country, and 
rerrise to recognition. For all this, there is much good effected by 
the changes that thus take place, affording opportunity to the more 
provident to secure for future beueflt what would otherwise be beyond 
7 tl coming under present conditions, can be economically 
utilised in the place or inferior material discarded.

selection of au opposite character, we can cite a cane In immediate 
connection with the above. Gov. Stanford Inclnded in the above 
purchase two animals for which he paid $11,000. They were daughters 
of Mr. Hackman's famous brood mare Lucy Almack— one by llamble- 
tonian, and tbe other by Messenger liuroc. 

Lucy Almack is the moat queenly looking brood mare at Stonyford 
and Is now aged and probably past breeding. She was got by Young 
Engineer, a son of tbe famous Engineer that got Lady Suffolk, once the 
queen of the trotting turf, and one of tbe most remarkable trotters of 
any age. The dam of Lucy Almack was a mare of speed and every evl 
dence of good breeding, but owing to the death of a former owucr, 
efforts to trace the pedigree have proven unavailing. Some year* ago 
tbe many excellencies of Lucy Almack were called to the atteutiou of 
Mr. Joseph Gavin, duriug a chance visit to Long Island. He was a 
shrewd judge of horseflesh, with a taste for breeding, aud he bought 
the mare for $100, and sent her to Ryadyk’s Hambletooian, where she 
fell under tbe eye of Mr. Beckman. Anything that could add to the at¬ 
tractions of Stonyford was paid !lb«*ally for, if necessary. In those days, 
and before Gavin bad owned her six months she passed into Mr. Back- 
man’s bands at an equivalent of about $1,800. This was one of the best 
purchases Mr Backman ever made, for though her pedigree on one 
side is not knowu—a serious drawback in au untried brood mare—she 
needs none since her produce have been tried and found remarkably 
superior. As a matter of interest, I append her list of produce, with 
the prices that each has sold for as far as I have been able to ascertain 
them, aud elsewhere I have submitted low estimates ; the showing be 
Ing a remarkable one for a mare thst sold for $100 previous to the re 
alizatlon of these figures. (This sale took place a year alter her first 
foal waadropped.)

Thi. i. or course au extreme case, lor It ia seldom that so Hue a uiare 
a* Lucy Almack. eveu with tbe drawback of beinx unable to Irace the 
breeding of her dam, is purchasable for flOO; aud on the other hand 
there are very few mares whose produce have sold for so much money’ 
no matter what they cost. Indeed I cannot recall auy that haa surely 
exceeded her, for two ItemB in the above table were sold on private 
terms, and ntiovf the figures glveu. It is probable that there are trot¬ 
ting mares whose produce have outsold that of Lucy Almack. but In 
aucu Instances It is usually where some animal among them has 
brought au enormous price, rather than so uniform a scale of large 
prices. Mr. Backman Is now using at Stonyford. brood marcs that 
cost him all the way from *90 up to *3,1100, nud perhaps more, bnt he 
does not regard the highest priced as necessarily the best. He has 
those that he would not tell for *10,000. Habk Comstock.

Editor Chicaou Field.—As the great question among horsemen at 
the present time is how to produce good trotters by breeding, and In 
the problem that, haa agitated many a usiud of for greater capacity than 
mine. I shall endeavor with your penniseion to give you ihe results of 
my personal observation and experience In connection with that of iny 
fellow townsman Dr. M. W. Hicks. Long years ago tbe Doctor, au eu 
thusiastic horseman with nerve and means enough to back bis judge 
menf. advanced the theory then new. startling and apparently absurd 
that the fureei and quickest way to get a first-cloea trotter (next to buy 
Ing nun) was to breed to a pacer or to breed a pacer to a trotter to have 
the pacing element on one side or the other, or even on both aides 
(Smuggler the fneteel stallion in the world has it on both). In tbe 
coarse of time the Doctor put bin theory into practice, by first buying and 
oreediug a single pacing mare and afterwords adding one after another 
until he now has seven. Having some good trotting mares and his . 
faifh being laige in his pet theory, he bought a pacing stallion, perhaps 
the most wonderful horse of his age for speed and power, and certainly 
for transmitting his qualities to hTs produce from any kind of marea. 

Tall ia a dappled che8tuut 15>* bauds high, star in forehead, 
white hind feet with Immense muscular development and 
Kreat power. Pedigree unknown but that be ia a 

well bred horse uo better evidence la needed than 
the striking uniformity of his get. That the pacing ele¬ 

ment is of tbe highest value in the breeding of trotters the performan¬ 
ces of each horses ae Red Cloud, Smuggler, (the fastest stallion in the 
world,) Occident, Lady Stout aud hundreds of others abundantly

representatives of this element I am abundantly satisfied; his pacing a 
quarter in thirty seconds (a two-minute gait) when sev¬ 
enteen years old, aud just taken from his peu where bo had beeu 
kept for years like a fattening hog, being a truly wonderful 

K irformance. The speed of bis colts is also something in which tbe 
octor Is justly proud. He transmits his speed with a certainty of sue 
cess that is without parallel. A gentleman In this city has eight of his 
Ket, all raised by one man (be keeping one that he regarded as the hist); 
five of the nine with very little handling can trot better than 2:40 and 
ore still Improving, and one with no training bat buggy work trotted 
a trial at five yearn old in S:50V. The three others have been used as 
farm and brood mares, but I think they are about as good as the others. 
Some might think that there was considerable brag in this loot daclara 
tlon, but the following goes to show that it is the truth. One 
of the brood mares was taken up and given three week's work 
while suckling her colt and she trotted lu 2:46. In January auother of 
them that proved not to be in foal was taken np, shod only In front 
and in four weeks driving to a road wagon trotted In 2:88. The only 
one of those alluded to as trotting in over 2:40 that was trained last 
year gave me a trial in 2:»U. 2:24, 2:28*, showing herself possessed 
of wonderful speed and first-class staying quaMties., The get of Flax 
Tall the first year he stood here, with but one exception, are ashore 
trotters, and they rate from three to ten times ss high as other wean¬ 
lings. Among the pacers got by him before coming here were 
American Bay 2:19, Prairie Bird 2:28* at four years old. Llghtfoot 2:32 
at four years old. and others. When the clans of mores be had is consid¬ 
ered this is wonderful,and all tends to demonstrate that the theory pat In 
practice by this doctor has proven a success, and the retail of nls own 
experiments in tbe paring cross is a three rear old that he Is willing to 
match against anything of the same age bred west of the Ohio, and 
some two year olds and yearlings equally as promising. His persons! 
success corroborated as his theory la by the following extract from one 
of the ablest writers on tbe trotting problem ought to be gratifying lu 
tbe highest degree:"

There was no softues* or lack of 
staying qualities observable. Nearly all were noted as stickers on 
the turf. There ha* been too much cheap talk sgaiust such breeding 
but the facts are stronger than mere verbiage. Loose theorizers ms> 
say with the prejudiced Frenchman. "Bo much ze worse for ze fact, 
bnt for our part we are content with inductive philosophy, and will 
square our theories with actual experience. Careful observers nnd pro 
found thinkers know that we are sound in claiming great results from 
the pacing cross. 

I have endeavored as briefly as possible to give you a few facts from 
my own observation upon this question, and nope thst I have not in 
traded upon your valuable space to too great a length, and at some 
other time 1 may agato And occasion to lift up my p.*u in defense of a 
theory which now bos but very few doubters. A few Items in connt-i 
tlon with this already long letter may be of some Interest to your nuuv 
readers. A strong effort is going to be made this season to form a rlr 
cult composed of Quincy. Monmouth. Galesburg, Davenport, Burlington 
and Keokuk. AU have good grounds and as flue tracks as are to be found 
In the West, and our horsemen hereabouts are ready to do ail that lie* 

In tbelr power to bring about tbe consummation of such a project 
May it be a success i'barley Phillips has one in baud now, of wbl. It 
he expects wonder*, but as this la the expectation of all turfites, time 
only can tell.

Cal.— Prom th« Cali¬ 
fornia Spirit of (he Timee we learn that the four-mile race which wan 
advertised to take place at Sacramento the 10th of May. ha* been de- 
••hr- >1 *tt) by the Club, a* many of tbe subscribers failed to comply with 
the condition*, which required the entrance money to accompany the 
subscription. There i* scarcely an owner of race horse* in California 
who i* not pleased at the prospect of a dieconlinuance of race*, heat* of 
four mile-. Apart from cruelty attending them, they destroy the inter¬ 
est in ail the other contest*, and the whole anxiety or the general public 
is to see those dreary, dragging, spiritless contests for a large amount 
of money. Then* are a few horses, likcgMollia McCarthy, which can 
keep up their rate for that distance, but there are so 
few that it is onlv at rare intervals two of them come together. 
W’ildidle and QHMIStd in the Wise Plate. a daah 
of four miles’ made something like a display of speed at tbe finish of 
the run*, but the nearest of the others was more than a furlong behind, 
in the last race l.udy Amanda, a mare which ha* proven herself a fine 
m> •• mare up to two miles, was done up with a slow gallop of three 
miles, and all that started, save lia/.aar. were distanced by the winner.

I observe, in a late issue of the Chicago Field, that the question of 
tbe grasshopper-preying disposition of the prairie hen is re opened, 
though it is only through ignorance that any doubt on the subject can 
arise. Some three or four years ago 1 prepared aud caused to be some¬ 
what extensively circulated in the Northwestern States, a brief reply to 
a question 1 found asked io oue of tbe papers-** What will destroy 
grasshoppersr"—stating in brief,—“Prairie ben* will,” aod giving some 
facts bearing on the case. I never meant that these birds were a com¬ 
plete cure for the plague, but I endeavored to show what incalculable 
number* of the pent* the chickens destroyed, and to set their gra*a- 
bopper-eatlng habit* (u the proper strong light. Probably few persona, 
outside the ranks of practice! ornithologist*, are aware how extensively 
the so-called granlvoroua or seed-eating bird*, snch a* sparrows, bunt¬ 
ings and finches, feed upon insects at certain season*: and the same is 
true of the graminivorous bird*, like grouse and partridges of 
all kinds. As for the particular insects now In ques¬ 

tion, namely, the grasshoppers, they furnish food to an 
immense array of quadrupeds and bird* which inhabit 
the western prairies. The wolves, foxes, badgers, skunks and 
I? r i oa V p * c,e,, of *1* rmo Pblle* or “gophers.” all eat them. Amoug 
birds, tbe craues. ducks, hawks, owls, grouse, and a great variety of 
small sparrow like birds eat them. To iust what extent these furred 
and feathered uatural enemies make an Impression upon the devasta¬ 
ting host*, cannot, of course, he known; for they have 

always been at work: but we may logically infer, 
from known facts, that the destruction is incessant, derided and Im¬ 
portant to the last degree. Since, also, we do not know how delicately 
the contending forces of nature may sometimes be balanced in the 
perpetual “struggle for existence.’* It would be unsafe to assert that the 
diminution of the number* of prairie grouse by the Incessant persecu¬ 
tion to which pleasure or profit subjects them, is one of the principal 
causes of the late perilous swarming of the grasshoppers, hut that there 
does exist to some degree a causative ctTtinection between the two cir¬ 
cumstances. there can be. 1 think, no doubt. 

With the prairie chicken proper, or pinnated grouse. Cupldonla cu- 
pido of the books. I have bad very little experience. There is, how¬ 
ever. in it* general habits, tastes. and proclivities 

nothing materially different from what is tbe case with 
the sharp tailed grouse, Ptdiorcetes columebianus, and this la a bird 
which I have bad ample opportunities of studying for several years 
I am inclined to place It. If not at the head at least In the very front 
rank of all tbe natural grasshopper-staying agencies. Their bird* 
yearlu destroy millions of grasshopper*, aud at certain leaioni eat 
very little else 8ucb a seemingly extravagant statement Is supported 
nevertheless, by actual observation and personal experience. I lived 
in Dakota, in 1874, during the grasshopper invasion of 
that year, and was among tbe sharp-tails continu¬ 
ously from June to October, killing a great many of 

them ' out of season” for scientific purposes, and in season 
for sport and food. In tbe latter part of summer, and In September, I 
Invariably found grasshopper* In the crops of those I examined; and 
almost invariably I found the craws crammed with the insect*, almost 
to the exclusion of other articles of diet. As 1 took occasion to say iu 
l* 1 ® Northwest," “At this season their food appears to be 
chiefly grasshoppers. I have opened numberetofliid their crops crammed 
with these insect*, only varied with a few flowers, weed-topa, succulent 
leaves, and an occasional beelJe or spider.” 

I don’t pretend to say. that the business of slaying the ravage%of the 
grasshoppers mayfbe safely and confidently left to the grouse, or to any 
other natural ageuev-the hoppers have waxed too many for that; but 
I do assert wiibont fear of reasonable contradiction, that the cut which 
accompauies this article represents the natural machinery by which, in 
cerulu section* of the country, the greatest numbers of the Insects are 
destroyed. For aught I know to the contrary, the picture of the other 
prairie chicken, the t-opidonia, would mean the name thing. 

Among ihe many experiments which might be made 
with the hope jf atoylmf the ravages of this plague, the absolute, uu 
qualified aud.long continued protection of the grouse might be tried. 
The denial or the sportsmen's pleasures, and the stoppage of oue par¬ 
ticular source of food supply, which such course would entail, would go 
for ootblog In comparison with the advantages that might result. I do 
not make the suggestion hastily, nor without due consideration, barked 
by personal observation, aud fortified by logical induction. 

We are always slow to acquire exact aud full Information respecting 
the food of the animals which surround iis. notwithstanding that many 
or most of our quadrupeds, birds and insects hold toward us relations of 
the utmost economic Importance, and in spite of tbe unquestionable 
fact that all agricultural Interests hinge upoo the solutlou of the prob 
lems Involved. A few years ago. the cork-of-the plains. (Centrocereu* 
urop haslanui) was supposed to feed chiefly. If not exclusively, upon 
wormwood. 1 have killed them to And nothing but insect* fn their 
crop*. Hawk*, particularly of the genus Hutto, presumed to feed 
inaluiy upon small quadrupeds and birds, are immense consumers of 
gra*«hoppers in the West, at certain seasons. 

One thing Is cerialu. that if we are to use birds lo our war against the 
invading host*, ws must employ our own, and no Imported ones. The 
expensive, uncertain, and difficult experiment of Introducing any al 
leged “Acrldiipbagons" specie* of tbe old world, will never, I suppose 
amount to shucks Moreover. It is not to the technically considered 
“Insectivorous” birds that we may turn onr attention hopefully. 
Though many of the*e small species feed habitually upon grasshoppers 


In season, their collective efficiency In the work of destruction ap¬ 
peared to he, and I have no doubt I*, comparatively Insignificant, 
i "ff j** 1 * 0,nc birds or set of birds, peculi¬ 


arly fitted for the deetruction of grasshoppers In the 
egg; aod, judging from *oin* obseivation* I made fn Dakota I 
should not he saprised If the commnu meadow lark. Hfurnslla, proved 
to be one of them. Rut this is simply surmise. At present 1 know of 
on bird* capable of rendering more efficient service than the grouse. 
Thia matter Invites, and I think deserves, serious c»n*ideratlon I 
should be glad to bear from othera on tbe subject, and I have no doubt 
that the Field will countenance and encourage the sifting of the matter,

The Waterloo Cup. the "dog Derby/' ' the Blue Riband of the leash’’ 
hue beeu the only topic of auy Importance iu the dog line for several 
week* p**t; but It Is nil over uuw aud uotbiug remains but to chronicle 
It. Well, all the favorites got beaten raaoy of them utterly di-graced. 
\« I vaticinated Braw Ijim* to win and stood her by herself alone withi*ut 
even wh*t betting men here call a ’‘cockboat/* 1 shall be pardoned 
fur giving an excuse for her being beaten In the dual round or us we 
term It the deciding course; the last four left iu were Cooiuaeale. 
Berapl*. Braw Las*. and Kllkenuev ;Cooruaes1e alidSerapis met drat aud 
the former who wou, had the luck of a very short course while Braw 
U*. Mud Kllkeuuey. on the contrary, had a pumping punishing course, 
therefore wheu Braw La-a, and Coomusaie uiet in the ‘’decider* the 
latter bad much more go left in her—however ’’skill or uo skill, luck a 
all” and mine was not a bad tip after all aa who afforded magnificent 
hedging aud *t<»od at a good price In place betting. Comuassie the 
winner, Is a fawn and white bitch puppy by Celebrated out of t^uceu, 
her sire being by Abbatroaa. She only weight* Id Iba. and 
i* the aiualteai greyhound that ever won the Waterloo cup. 
She tilled the nomination of Mr. R. F. Wilkins, but her owner is 
Mr, Touluniu, a racing man who very recently purchased her at €300 
from Mr. Glttua who gave £60 for her after dividing the Heckhamptun 
oaks last October; her value now would be not less than € I Ot X) She 
was quite au ’’eleventh hour" nomination, for it was ouly a few davs 
before the meeting elie catne with a rattle iu the market. Besides di¬ 
viding the Oaks at Beckhamptou. she did ditto in the Newmarket 
Champion Stakes, and wou the Newmarket Puppy Stakes In Jauuary. 
She baa won twenty courses, and never once suffered defeat; If, there¬ 
fore. ahe la fit and well next year, she la sire to be a tremendously hot 
favorite. Remarkably handsome nud full of symmetry, with great pace 
and extraordinary dre and dash, she cannot but aland acknowledged a 
gem of the very first water, especially after taking iuioaccouiit that she 
Is merely a pupyy, and little superior In weight to a lady’s loy. None 
of the sporting prophets thought her dangerous. Many sneered at her 
chance, and '’Kingston Warren.'* In his Waterloo poem, in /Ml'* Life. 
bad It; 

•• Coomaeeit'e faat, aud ATmmffAsuld to he, 

But Waterloo is far from Asbau-fee.” 

It was its 1 anticipated a very open affair, aud the way the favorites 
were bowled over, one after the other, on the opening day especially, 
brought grief to backers generally, and the respective odd* of the four 
left, lu at the lost were before the running: Bruw Lass 100 to 5; Coom- 
aa«ie. 300 to Kilkenny. 200 to 3, aud Seraph*. 100 to 1. The Squatter 
proved himself, as 1 very much fancied he would do, u rank Impostor, 
aud how the sporilug papers could have beeu gulled into “standing” 
him, it is difficult to see, for hie last year's performance iu the cup was 
of a more lucky than clever nature. Ills drat course ou that occasion 
was with llaudul, who having no speed, permitted Squatter to kill his 
hare before most people were uwure the spin had begun; Mien he had 
a short dodging trial with Happy Home, aud followed up by heating In 
succession Diligent, Alice Kelly uud Lord <ilcudyue. but the “form ’ 
last year was admittedly below pur. 

Pur the best part the weather was extremely favorable, uud though 
somewhat cold, it was bright aud bracing. Mr. liedley's judgiug gave 
the greatest possible satisfaction. The crowd Were orderly beyond 
their measure, aud taken altogether, possibly no Waterloo cup was ever 
brought to so satisfactory a termination. 

It la understood that the nominator, owuer aud friends of the winner 
wou very little beyond the bare stakes <£50U), so little did they lliiiik of 
their chance; Indeed, it won hut a fortnight before (he time of uuiuiug 
that Mr. Wilkins had serious thoughts of returning his nomination to 
the committee because he had nothing good enough for 
such an Important rucu, but It. was decided that if he 
could secure Cooniassie she would be quite equal to saving 
the twenty-five pound stake; and so she did with interest. 

In looking back over tile Waterloo cup winners for the past few 
years.I notice a rcmurkable family likeness in the blood. Whether they 
are the top branches or bottom branches of the tree they nearly all meet 
at the same root, namely Old King Cole and the Nottinghamshire 
Violet, which goes far to prove tlrnt one auiiiial, whether niuu, horse, 
or dog is uot made of the sume stuff as another. Last year s winner 
Hlouald) had two strains of this same blood fn his veins, one through 
Regan, Riot, Bedlamite, Old Bessie Bedlam in a direct Hue to Nutting- 
hauishlre Violet: the other through Cardinal York, .lucubitc. Bedlam¬ 
ite, etc. From tnc same source Honeymoon, the ’73 winner can also 
boast of a similar pedigree through Brigadier, Boreas, Old Bessie Bed¬ 
lam, Lively (brother to Brigand), etc, running up to Violet through 
Ren bens and the other straiu through Wee Nell. Again we have Lady 
Watford, Kentish Fire, etc,, to King Cob. Master McGrath thrice win¬ 
ner of the cup, possesses two linos of the same blood, through Dervock, 
St. Cl Are. Figaro, and likewise by his daiu l*ady Sarah Bed-o'-stotie. 
The winner in 1878 in another that traces back to Nottinghamshire Violet, 
through Portland, Effort. 11 upmarket, Bedlamite and old Bessie Bed¬ 
lam on the one side, and Iinperatrice, David, Mol ley 
and Tollwlfe on the other.

Why a fox hound or a barrier would 
not be tolerated even In a country trencher pack, and I don’t think It 
would be well to start now.

He won In the Small 
Poluter class (or 55 lbs.) ou the other side, but I should think he would 
weigh about 60 lbs. now. He Is a rich liver and white, the white de¬ 
cidedly predominating. 1 don’t remember ever having seen such a 
compact, muscular pointer. I found a little fault with bis ears, which 
I thought a trifle high and not Quite flat enough in their position. They 
are somewhat like Dllley's Ranger's ears, hnt better rounded or 
pointed. When the dog is at rest they He close enough to the head, 
but he oecaalonallv lifts them a little. With tbl* single 
exception I hardly felt like calling ll a fault-hi# head Is beau¬ 
tiful. There is wonderful brain rcom, and the eyes are pictures 
of Intelligence, large but not promlueut. Hie profile le excellent, and so 
also Is his front face. The note and mouth are fine. The head la well 
put on z ,«sry graceful neck, and from where the neck joint the body 
to the tip of the tall he la, I think, perfect. The body and loins, the 
fore and hind quarters show his muscles working like great ropes of 
sinew. Along the loins and down the hind legs they seem to He in 
rolls.

Hla tall does not lump abruptly from a thick root Into a rat tall, os some 
claim the pointers tail should, but atartlng at tbe body where it Is well 
pul on gradually finishes In the stiog, and he carries It very hand¬ 
somely.

Now, If any saue 
man can detect any "fact or souud reason lug in his defence of native 
stock, (hen 1 am free to admit my perceptive and comprehensive facul¬ 
ties are slightly defective. It ia a heaven born gift to think as we please, 
but I am sure the public will be *low to recognize our opinion if we 
can bring forth uo more substantial proof to sustain ll than "I sa> so/* 
or "1 tell you I am right." "Ortyx Chlcagoeiitls" makes tbe assertion 
that the native dog is in no manner inferior to the recently imported 
blue bioods.|or In suiu and substance that an animal of uo breeding is 
the |»eer of a scientifically bred one, which 1 most emphatically deny, 
and am warranted in such denial bv ail recognized 
authorities on breeding, be ll of burse, cow. dog or fowl; and until 
"Ortyx Chicagoeusis" can bring forth some proof of this declaration of 
equality, I am sure it will carry but little convlcilou. 

tie say*: "If the geuiloman meaus by the term 'pure bred animal as 
he would Infer, that there am uo dogs pure bred but those recently 
Imported, for J presume he will uot deuy that of all the sporting dog* 
lu America, either they or their ancestors were at one lime ’imported/ 
theu 1 say he l» wrong both to fact and Inference.” No sir. I am very 
well aware that tbe progenitors of all of the dogs we to-day designate as 
native were once "Imported.” But because a dog is ■imported.” it 
need not necessarily follow that be is a "pure bred annual.'' There 
exist lu England and Ireland as rank curs as we have In this c •uutry. 
And 1 know of several instances where these curs have found Ihclr way 
to America. But is this the case lu dogs of receut importation? 

Again. "Did Houry Herbert own uo good dogs." aud "are none of 
their descendant* In exieteuce to-day?" 1 have a very strong Impres¬ 
sion that somewhere in Herbert’s writings he declares he would not tol- 
leratu u cur In his kennel, and 1 do not doubt his word, t’onsvquently 
he most probably owned “flue-bred animals." But wheu ll comes to 
auswerlug whether any of tbelr “descendeot* are in existence to-day .v 
1 am at sea. 1 have uo way of auswerlug this question, hut If them are 
any, certain l am they are uot as "pure" as those owned by Herbert. 

Again "Did all the sportsmen of the East content themselves with 
curs iu the days of the old muzzle-loader" etc. Iauswer.no!

"pure bred' animals. And right here 1 will state what 1 consider 
a "pure bred animal." A race-horse ia not admitted to bn thorough¬ 
bred unless his pedigree cau tie traced for six generation* 
on the side of both sire aud (lulu. And the -nine 
should be exacted of a dog before conceding him to he "pure bred.’’ 
And uow. "Ortyx ChlragoensiM." how many of your dog- from stock 
imported prior to 1870 can show a clear pedigree for six generation*? 
Not one In a hundred. Pedigree has never beeu considered of any 
importance whatever to American dog owners. If if bad, tbe Iasi 
Chicago bench show would never have been disgraced by the fact that 
u red dog entered lu the Native Irish class came within one point of 
third prize. while Ids litter brother, an orange and white dog, took n 
prize lu the Native English class.

Fort Dodob, Iowa, March 7 th, lb.7. 

Editor c'aicauo Field:— 1 am glad to endorse the statement of Mr. 
Ueo.Waddiugton ns to the eligibility of Hampton, Iowa, fora field trial 
iu summer. It will be the best chicken ground in the State, since the 
grasshopper district, including all north and west of Boone will be 
depopulated of piuoated grouse, the coining season, by the insane 
policy of burning the prairies iu May instead of the Fall, as heretofore. 
This is to kill the grasshoppers; yet four seasons have showu .hat their 
eggs are never deposited in the grass, hut lu roads, broken, or other 
bare ground, where fire can't reach; aud thin absurd lack of observation 
will cause the wholesale destruction lu their nesting 7lie of all tbe 
birds game aud otherwise- the meaus designed by proV7.*nce toabnte 
insecl Invasion ll will tu!» tbe future shooting of tfur* Vegion. and 
iueure au immense increase of every species or destructive bug pre¬ 
viously kept withiu hounds by their winged guardians. Last September 
1 took from (he crop of a single chicken, killed at V o'clock, a. *., 61 
grasshoppers; and supposing half to be females, with an average of 25 
eggs each, exhibits a destruction by a single bird for a single breakfast 
ol 375 pests. Speedy retribution has always followed the extirpation of 
insectivorous birds, who pay liberal Interest for their small thefts of 
grain or fruit. 

The place referred to ie accessible by rail from all points, aud would 
afford Western hunters who are usually unable to take a trip South, a 
chance to exhibit rnauy dogs unknown to fame; and, above all, test en¬ 
durance,the oue quality so essential to the mau w ho keeps but oue or two 
aultnals, aud depends for his day's shooting on their staying qualities; 
au«l this cau be best done ou the dry stubble and prairie In warm 
weather. The best time would perhaps be the first week in September 
when the birds yet He well, but are strong on the wing. 

All my inquiries and researches confirm the gloomy report* front all 
over of tbe freezing out of the quaile. The deep snow* of December 
aud Jauuary have destroyed about all the quails and rabbit* lu this 
scantily timbered region. Quite a number of chicken* have survived, 
but can't be of much benefit from the cause stated. 

In common with many of yonr readers I employed part of the off sea¬ 
son In testing guue and powders. The result of many trials in various 
modes placed Dlllmar far ahead in cleanliness and freedom from smoke, 
but yet In precise!) the same quantities le variable in strength and 
penetration compared with any fair black powder, and from tbe sudden 
sharp recoil I think a small occidental amount of overload might be ex¬ 
tremely daugerons. 

We have all kinds of guns In this community and ll seems strange 
that with all the advantages of a home market and enormous protective 
tariff that our makers on their own soil are undersold by Europe, nor 
can patriotic impulse disguise the fact that the price of a very ordinary 
native gun will procure an Imported article far superior lu finish end 
intrinsic value. 

The nobby London makers are not represented In this vicinity. 
A mono th«|better Scott Is tbe favorite, next Greener. I have had bulb 
tuyacif and liked them very well, but tbe best I have seen for the 
money is by K. <’ Oreeu a marvel of good make np. cheapness, and 
shooting qualities, aud may possibly be the coming gun. 

A few geese aud ducks were killed here during a recent fine spell, 
hut the driving northeast enow storm, now piling up bugs drifts, lays 
e probable embargo on field sports until the advent of snipe aud 
black-breasted plover In April aud May.

Irish committees have peculiar Ideas about color, and in some setter 
classes got white aud red and red and white so completely mixed they 
could uot tell 'tother from which.” 

A fortnight's Interval brought us to Keudal. where good dogs and 
hard judging was the order of the day. Most of yonr readers have 
heard of Mr. Lort as a judge; be has been so bespattered with flattery, 
fawned on aud written up by a sol of overweening critics that be has been 
iDoiltd as a judge; he seems to go on the principle of trying to please

KniTou Cmicago Fibld'.—I see by to-day's Issue of the Chicago 
Fibld that 1 am In a hornet’s neat, and a pretty large one at that. In 
reply to ‘‘Kit Klllblrd” I will simply say that my article in the i iiicauo 
Fibld was only this, vix: that the setter was better adapted for general 
work in the Northwest than the pointer. ....... 

Our shooting la somewhat different no doubt from bis. I tlunk the 
only reference 1 made as to the pointer for the South and Southwest 
was this: “If the pointer is the bettor dog. why did we not see more 
entries at the Memphis Held trials.” “Kit Killoird” states Ibsl l allow 
the pointer every desirable quality aud actually reserving for my favorite 
a claim of that power to do and withstand within a limit measured ouly 
by his natural attainments. He is right; I do claim the setter la by 
nature better adapted for general use In the Northwest. Our dogs are 
of course expected to retrieve from water as well as ou land, as lu our 
ahoolltig we In one day many times bag pinnated grouse, snipes, ducks, 
quails, and possibly some woodcock; therefore to Keep a dog on purpose 
to retrieve from water would be an extra expense. If we can have one 
dog that can do all kiuda of work, we thereby save tbe expense of keep 
lug an extra dog, which to a person of slender purse Is something not 
to be overlooked. 

“Kit Klllblrd” says 1 will refer him to fashionable breeders 
exclusively ; but I think that he will Hod amoug the fashionable breed 
era some of the t>est sportsmen In the Union. 

As to the merchant ordering caps when bats arc lu style, etc.. 1 would 
ask “Kit Klllblrd” If he would have us wear linou coats lu the Winter 
here lu tbe North because he Is satisfied with oue. As to taking to 
shin' and a dram at tbe black crook, 1 will say drinking intoxicating 
liquors of any kind Is not in my line. 

In regard to the white feather, dear •’Kit,” keep It for your pointer 
and 8am Tlldcn. Our flag is at the mast head, consequently we have 
no use for the white feather. Our setter is at our side, and 
If fortune smiles on us we will before tuaoy months give him a few 
days on snipe; aud If our nerve is good we may give him a chance to 
briug a duck or two without thinking of sending a man out in the cold 
without his unmehlionables. 

Wnicb Is the best dog. the setter or the pointer? 1 refer any one In 
terestod to Arnold Burges' ''A. K aud S. F.,”iu which be seta forth the 
merits of each breed far better than 1 can. And for a duck dog l would 
respectfully refer them to J. W. Long's “Wild Fowl Shooting,” aud let 
them read his opinion of the setter as a retriever for Western waters. 
In conclusion 1 would say If a man likes a pointer best let him keep a 
pointer; but let us not quarrel among ourselves as there are enough to 
laugh at a man who keeps dogs without our running each other, 
if I am lo have but oue dog. and expect to do a little of all kluds of 
shooting, give me a setter. I say a little of all kluds of shooting for the 
reason that we do not have an over amount of any oue kiua of game, 
and must.if we expect to have any shooting worth speaking of.take It all , 
in. If 1 were to shoot wild fowl exclusively 1 would keep a regular re¬ 
triever for that purpose; hut at tbe same time I would not lie so exclu¬ 
sive In this respect as to let prairie chickens fly away and not shoot at 
them because I was hunting ducks. 

The cruelly to whioh ‘ Kit Kilbird” refers was one of my chief rea¬ 
sons for giving up my pointers. To have a dog come home shivering and ,

1 like always to see any thing that Is perfect, aud true 
to Its nature. Commencing with man, the highest type of God's work. 

I dislike to see him degenerate; but wheu we ao see It, It Is very natural 
to ask ourselves why is It? My answer would be, more from assocla 
lions than auytblng else. My desire Is to give a few Ideas on doge, aud 
I can not give a clear view of how they should be bred and raised better 
than by drawing comparatively a line associating dogs, their breeding, 
raising and traiulng, with man. It must be admitted that the nearer 
we approach reason lu tbe animal the more valuable he becomes. You 
may call that reason instinct; but it has never b«eu solved by man wherc 
the connecting link was severed; aud if we bad actions aloue to guide 
us to a decision on the point, we must decide that animals have reason, 
or they could never systematically carry out tbe seemingly well laid 
plans that they do 

It is association with animals that haa as much lo do with their good 
behavior as has flue judicious breeding. I am now speaking particu¬ 
larly with regard to hunting dogs. Many theories have been given; 
but without giving the whys aud wherefores, writer* have been cou- 
teut to tell what to do to break a dog. os if a dog was merely a machine, 
while my theory is. that they are susceptible of being reaeoued with 
full as much so as is au Importation from the banks of the river Niger. 
That education, when followed up from year to year, generates ami pro¬ 
duces whut Is designated uh distinct breeds, and those breeds are sus¬ 
ceptible of improvement in natural advancemeut. and then receive the 
name of fine strains. And If It so happens that that family of dogs are 
In color.’black, red. or otherwise, the particular -traiut is disregarded 
and the color sought after, no credit belug given to that one strain, 
may be, that was the donor of all the good reputation. I once owned 
n fine pointer bitch that was thouroughly broken; she had more than 
the usual amount of dog sense; she had a litter of flue pups. My busi¬ 
ness was such that 1 was unable to train them, hut 
living at the lime on the Western prairies, aud game 
being very plenty in close proximity to the house, this 
bitch would take her pups when three months old and go buntin'* on 
her own account. I have seen as flue work from the window of the 
house with that bitch and her five pups, as If the best and most ex¬ 
perienced marksman aud hunter was behind them, and when tbe pups 
had grown to be dogs, they showed the association that they had been 
raised under. Take any pup. no matter how fine bred he may be. aud 
allow him to run and be constantly with a cur dog. aud after one year’s 
association of the kind Le is not worth one half what he would have 
been had he not acquired that vagrant habit. Why is it that a high 
bred well-broken dog will not associate with a common uneducated dog? 
It is a fact that all sportsmen will recognixe, aud one that it is a pleas¬ 
ure for me to see. It is the education that makes high standards of fan 
tuanity. and issolated cases where the flight of reason soars above the 
commuu mao. can not be taken as anything but what ull can or could 
reach If breeding could be regulated. With man it can not be. with 
animals it can. Tbe produce can os certainly be relied on. when certaiu 
ingredients are used with animals; as much almost as with chemicals. 
And it's only because men have notgiven it atrial that they would doubt 
tbe truth of the statement. Almost any color of dog can with

Tilt* Pointer—A Remedy for Worms. 

Lynchburg, Va.. March V. 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field. 1 am glad lo see my old friend, the pointer 
coining Into notice again. 1 say my old friend for the two first dog* I 
ever owned were pointers, aud how well do I remember them, although 
many years have sped by since they passed over to the “happy hunting 
grounds” of canine hereafter. Old John was given me when quite a 
boy because, although good by himself, he would never hunt with 
another dog. After him came Joe. a dark liver colored, thin-eared, rat 
tailed pointer, with a nmxxle that looked as If It ought to have been 
half an inch longer aud had been chopped off. He was a good one with 
oue grave fault—If he ever got those heavy jaws of his on a dead or 
wounded bird, tbe huuter would get only a mass of bouc*. flesh and 
feathers, so Intermixed that the best cook In Virginia conld uot make a 
presentable bird of it. In those day* the setter was comparatively un¬ 
known with us; they were few and far between. Far be it from me to 
depreciate either of these noble animals; I am a warm friend of both. 
Each has hi* virtues and bis fault*; no. I will not say faulti-short-com- 
Ings.rather-aud It depends very much ou clrcumstsnc.es which I would 
prefer. In a warm, dry oountrr, when water Is scarce, give me the 
pointer always; when the weather Is cold, or even cool, aud water plen¬ 
ty. give me the setter; and when the climate Is variable, sometimes hot 
snathe next day cold.I would advise any sporting friend to compromise 
the matter aud keep one of each; then he will rarely be disappointed In 
the working of bis dogs. I once owned a setter that In cold weather 
was superb; when the weather was hot. or even very warm, he was not 
worth taking into the field. I presume others, who have hunted both, 
have noticed the same thing. , 

I have seen with sincere regret the death of so many valuable dogs, 
and must express my sympathy for mv frleod Capt. J. a. r'»tcr in 
the loss of bis Rock-KIrby pup Wade Hampton. And Just here allow 
me to recommend to all dog owners a sure and harmless specific for 
worms In dogs, which is almost as fatal to young dogs as distemper; 
the remedy 1* finely powdered glass. I claim no originality for this. 
I read it lu “Yottfitt," more than twenty year* ago. and Mr. Arnold 
Burge* alffo recommends it In his nioet admirable work. I have given 
It to every dog l have ever owned, and 1 have never se«u or kown any 
bad reeulu to follow Its use. Unlike the areca nut It Is not a medicine. 
Its action le purely mechanical. My mode of administration le to lake 
about a teaspoonful aud sdd enough butter or lard to make It into a 
ball or bolus sod drop It down the dog’s throat. One done Is generally 
sufficient The areca nut. with puppie* and young dogs particularly 
sometimes gets harshly and does more harm than good. J)K»o.

During the month - 
of January last there were twenty-two coursing meetings; 1 
in February ten, and up to the 20th of the present month ^ 
nine are announced. 

The owner and breeder of a Waterloo cup winner is as K 
proud of his triumph as the owner and breeder of a Derby 
winner, and in point of value one is almost as profitable as 
Ibe other. The value of the cup in the first place is£500— | 
$2,600, and the winner can always be sold at a high figure. 
For instance: Coomassie sold before the meeting for £60, 
and our correspondent. ••Caractacus," estimates her value J 
now at £1,000—over $5,000. Donald was sold last year after • 
he won the cup for £500 lo Dr. Dougall, of Strattaaven, near 1 
Glasgow, Scotland, and was at once pul in the stud at 10 I 
guineas. A sappling by Master McGrath has sold for £200. 

Last year when Mr. Douglas, the owner of Donald, re¬ 
turned to his home, Bushmills, in the county of Antrim, 
Ireland, a band met him at the depot and escorted him to 
his home to the tune of “Sec the Conquer¬ 
ing Hero Comes;” every house was illuminated, 
fire arms and rocket* were discharged in rapid succession 
until midnight, and although the evening was damp, the 
ladies of Bushmills arrayed in their best, promenaded the 
streets.

While there are many owners <d 
dogs who cun visit both Tennessee and Iowu, and ruu their 
favorites at both places, yet there arc many who can 
neither afford the time nor expense to visit Nushviile 
which ulso holds good of those who go to look on, and 
judge the relative merits of the competitors. Believing 
such to be the facts, and that it is the duty of the National 
American Kennel Club to supervise and regulate so impur 
taut a trial os this Iowa one will undoubtedly be, we strongly 
recommend this association at its next meeting to take such 
action us will slump the awards there mode with legitimacy, 
and thus render them of greatly increased value. We ho 
lieve this to be not only proper, but ODe of the most import 
ant objects of such organization.

Quails Withholding their Burnt.— Philadelphia, I’a.. 
March 10, 1877.— Editor Chicago Field. —I notice in one 
of the bite copies of your journal that Mr. Burges is called 
to an account for stating the quail at times emits uo scent, 
whereby the setter or pointer can detect its hiding place. 

I fully agree with Mr. B. bul think the gentleman has not 
stuteel ibe case in as clear a manner as he well knows bow, 
else ‘‘Eland's” loiter in the following number of lhe Cm- 
cago Field, would not have called for an explanation. 
Air. Burges in a general manner calls upon the sportsmen 
of the country to interchange their views iu reference to the 
habits of our game birds, and us I have made it something 
of a study, 1 ask permission for space in your columns in 
regard to the question. 

That the quail voluntarily withholds its scent is not at all 
probable, or it would always in time of danger practice it, 
and coveys would not he so readily found; bul tbe sports 
man has certainly noticed bow difficult it someties is after 
having started a covey, and marked the scattered birds 
down almost to a tussock or hush, to re start them before a 
point, and how often it seeius our good dogs appear to want 
nose, where the birds whirr up directly ttridet i ur feet, and 
those of Don and Dash without being pointed. 

At these times especially on a dry day, and in a dry 
country 1 am satisfied they give out little or m> scent, and 
it can readily he accounted for. 

After being shot at, nearly frightened to death, and scat- 
tered to their hiding places, as dense cover as can be found 
he it grass, meadow tussock or briar patch, they pitch di¬ 
rectly into the spot without running, and crouch into the 
smallest possible space, closely pressing their feathers to their 
bodies, thus preventing the scent being carried into the air 

They voluntarily press their feathers,close to their bodies, 
and so contract themselves, thus voluntarily emit no scent. 

If we would always wait ten or fifteen minutes after hav¬ 
ing shot at a covey, until the birds bad become in a measure 
over their fright, and moved a little where they had pitched, 
we would find that single birds could be found more easily.'

Washington Notes. —Wc have begun, writes our corres¬ 
pondent "Jack snipe," from Washington, to get ready for 
snipe, but Ibis cold s|tell will again send them south. Some 
few have beeu killed about here, hut no numbers have yet 
appeared. 

The ducks have gone square back on us. They are very 
numerous down the river, but here and down about Ml 
Vernon they have been as scarce as could be. No reason 
can be given for such bad faith on their part. The boy* are 
ready, and there are Iota of new guns which are tired of be 
mg tried on paper targets, and they now want a target that 
moves of its own accord. Such a snrles of growls as now 
arise is enough to keep all the ducks way out in the bay.

Editor Chicago Field.— In your paper of February 10ib 
appeared a very courteous letter written by “Lex” in which 
he very effectually replied to some of "the portions of a 
former effusion of mine, which you had been good enough 
to print. I have desired to file a rejoinder to “Lex" reply 
but have been prevented by professional engagements, nor 
c ‘‘ n * give the attention to Ibis correspondence that I 
should desire, and which is necessary to adequately cope 
with “a layman" of “Lex's" ability. To briefly recapitulate 
the mam point of the correspondence. In “Lex's" first 
article he stated in substance if A killed game on Bs land 
and took it away, A was a thief. To this allegation I tins 
wered that in my opinion A was not a thief und that 1 would 
advance a step further, und say A was the rightful owner 
of the game. 1 cited some authorities ou both these points 
I conceded that the later and controlling English authorities 
decided that the game was the property of B, ration* *ol> 
(by reason of bis owning the ground.) l then endeavored to 
show that the English authorities could not apply to this 
Dtate (Illinois). 

To this answer of mine “Lex” replied, 1st by saying that 
the word "thief" was unfortunately used and I would with¬ 
draw from that position and secondly by quoting some 
English authorities, the leading ones of which 1 had also 
referred to. As I had conceded the tenor of the later Eug- 
tsli authorities gave the game to the owner of the laud 
these citations cannot be considered u reply. As I shall 
assume I had shown the English decisions were not appli 
cable to our State “Lex,” to have replied, should have met 
tout point, citing English decisions on a conceded point cun- 
not strengthen “Lex’s" position. 1 shall therefore claim 
that the portion of “Lex’s” reply, whfi-fi cites authorities is 
not in point. 

As Lex” admits the "thief" part was an error in his first 
letter, my answer has accomplished its mission. If’ Lex" 
will only be as generous in regard to the second part of the 
proposition we shall be in accord.

1 he killing and taking of such property, would 1 think 
render the party taking it liable to an indictment for lnr 
ceny. 1 be trespass in no way affects tbe ownership of the 
property. B owns the game or he does not. II it is confined so 
that he owns it A is criminally liable if he takes it, no 
matter whether he commits a trespass or not. 1 do not speak 
of vermin. If the game is free so that, its "Lex" says and us I 
maintain, it "is any man’s properly”—and therefore not 1SV 
A cannot be criminally liable if he take it, even ii lie does 
commit trespass on B’s land. The trespass does no! add to 
or take away lhe title of B. It exists or falls independent 
ot A s action. Very “complete are lhe hind owner’s rights" 
but not to the extent of making that which comes ou Ins 
land, thereby his property. If A’s horse goes on B’s laud il 
docs mu bceome Bs property. If tbe "great American 
eagle soars ou to B’s land, surely, "Lex” will not be -o 
unpatriotic as to say the "Bird of Freedom" has been rV 
tluced thereby to lhe dominion of one gmuger. 

Assume that the statement is true ihut the canvas-buck 
ducks can travel from Lake Michigan to lhe Chesapeake iu 
ess than twenty-four hours, and that while on their journev 
two should pass by “Lex ” who by the way is hunting quail 
on B s land, and sad am 1 that 1 must tell “Lex” was there 
without B s consent or knowledge. Or course "Lex” as 
usual kills them both. They falLon B’s Uud. They were 
never there before, they never would have been there in tbe 
future. Like the tnen in jail, they were there without 
tfieir consent. It certainly seems unreasonable that B should 
own those ducks, and 1 incline to the opinion that “Lex" 
would say that this was an exception to the rule—or like 
Kip Van Winkle "that this time don’t count.”

1 can recall to mind that history relates that down in the i 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts old women and maidens 
have been put to death for the crime (?) of witchcraft, and j 
cox poputi gave its assent.

The 
streets ol Paris ran with blood more than once, when a 
cruel cox populi condemned the best of France^ to the 
guillotine.

I should nave 
been justly punished—in such pretensions—and robbed the 
readers of the Field of a great pleasure, as “Lex” stales he 
“would have made no reply." 

“Lc.x v is requested however to disabuse his mind of the 
impression, or surmise that 1 endeavored to outrank him as 
lawyer The idea first occurred to me when 1 read his re¬ 
ply 1 could have wished my answer had shown if* pur¬ 
pose/ I would willinglygive him the badge of superior legal 
ability (the question of the ownership of game not thrown in”), 
although he states he is no lawyer and has read no law books.

THE CHICAGO FIELD. 

A Visit to key West, 

BY C. J. MAYNARD. 

M Whal kind of a place is Key Wes>t!" was a question that 
we frequently asked but received no satisfactory 
While in New England, books, maps, etc., were repeatedly 
consulted; all iheae stated, most emphatically, that key 
West was a naval station, but nolhiug further. Now this 
was a fact that we learned in our tirst geography lessons, 
therefore, it was not the information for which we were 
searching • 

On board the steamship from Boston to Savannah, the 
question was propounded lo several indivduals. Only two 
professed to know aught of the mysterious city. One, a 
Southern clergyman, had passed within sight of the place, 
and thought it looked well in the dislauca. Another, seem¬ 
ingly a superannuated livery stable keeper, who 
was find of cracking stale jokes, said that 
he had lived in the place for some time. He de¬ 
scribed it as a barren ialaud, famous for yellow fever and 
other terrible diseases. It was inhabited by a race of cut 
throats and robbers, and he detailed several adventures he had 
experienced while there, in which he had been attacked by 
these merciless savages, and from whom he had escaped 
only by exercising the utmost bravery. 

At Cedar Keys we repeated the same question, but as 
nearly all Southerners are proverbial for displaying protound 
ignorance in reference to what the enquirer wishes to know, 
we were none the wiser. But at last we had reached the 
spot, about which we hud exhibited so much curiosity, and 
could sec for ourselves. 

Key West when approached from the southj* has quite 
an imposing appearance. The first objects which greet the 
eye are the masts of the numerous vessels which are lying 
in the harbor. Nearer, the walls of the port at the lower 
end of the island become quite a prominent feature in the 
landscape. Then a long row of cocoa-nut and date palms 
that stand beside the street near the water become visible, 
with the buildings of the city beyond. Just as we caute op- 
nosite the fort we Dossed the United States frigate "Con- 


wouiiors SlUllUUCU UCIC. iucjiicjubwiiui^^ — 

The town is built on the southern part of the island which 
is six miles long by about a mile in width. It is a much 
larger place than I expected fo find, and contained before 
the Cuban war about 5,000 inhabitants. That number has 
aince been increased to 7,000 by the immigration of insurrec¬ 
tionists. 

Considerable business is done here, particularly that of 
cigar manufacturing. Much of this is carried on by Cu¬ 
bans, although several American gentlemen own extensive 
factories. There are-several salt ponds on the Island, but 
from want of capital or energy the business of manufactur¬ 
ing salt, which was formally carried on to a groat extent, 
has been discontinued. 

These ponds lie in the central portion of the Key and were 
formerly a tract of land containing about 1,000 acres, which 
were submerged at high water. But as the sea flowed over 
it through only two narrow places it was easily made avail¬ 
able for the purpose of abstracting the salt from the water. 
DykeB were constructed at these two points, and canals cut 
through them with a gate to regulate the supply of water. 
Then the flat surface was divided into basins, each of which 
contained about an eightff of an .acre. These basins com¬ 
municated with each other by na , ‘,'W inlets at which were 
placed gates. Those on the inff^in were made slightly 
lower than the others, and have • bottom of beaten clay. 


lower ihan the others, and have ft Dottom of beaten clay. ( 
When the process of salt making was going on, the water 
was admitted at the main entrances until it covered the 
whole flat to the depth of eighteen inches excepting the 
marginal basins. Then all the gates were closed and water 
was let into the empty basins. The sun was then allowed 
to evaporate the water in them, which it did quite rapidly, 
leaving the crystals of salt scattered over the smooth clay. 
This was raked up and taken into a large building which was 
erected near by, but which is now now falling to ruins, and 

refined. ... . . .. 

This might be made a profitable business but now the 
dykes are being washed away, the gates are broken or lost, 
and several other buildings to which I have alluded, are 
fast going to decay. . . ...... . 

As Key West is a market place for the inhabitants of the 
other Keys, as well as the southern section of the main 
land; it is well supplied with stores, where a variety of arti¬ 
cles are kept for sale. The number of places used for this 
purpose will surprise a stranger; aside from the large and 
respectable stores in the lower portion or the city, generally 
kept by Northern gentlemen, one meets wilh asinall estab¬ 
lishment of the kind on nearly every corner. They all ap¬ 
pear to be in a thriving condition, however. 

The market house Is situated on the wharf. TtBh and 
meat are sold here. The fish are generally exposed living, 
in wells of fishing smacks; thus the customer can se¬ 
lect auch as he likes, and is sure that they are 
fresh. These fishes are very beautiful being nearly all 
colors. They are of a great variety and are usually deli¬ 
cious eating, very few have the strong fishy flavor of our 
northern species. Indeed the flesh of some when properly 
cooked does not resemble fish in the least. Among these is 
the bone-fish w hich appears and tastes much like the breast 
of a chicken. The king-fish is also excellent. This last 
named is taken after the manner of blue-fish which it re¬ 
sembles in form. The beautiful Spanish mackerel is also 
taken in the same manner, also a large fish called the red- 
snapper. These fishes are all procured by smacks which go 

° U The beef)'generally the only meat sold, is supplied by 
butchers who purchase their stock In Texas. The beeves 
are brought to the island living, and kept in pens near the 
slaughter houses. As near as I could ascertain they 
were not fed after landing, being all killed within a week. 
A§ I often passed the pens and buildings where this beef 
is dressed, and observing that the manner employed was 
entirely different from that practiced north, stopped while 
some animals were being killed to note the process. 

About fifty lank, half starved steers, were standing in a 
small square pen under the broiling sun (It being then about 
a o'clock r. M.) looking half dead, almost all with their 
tongues hanging out. This peu was enclosed on three sides 
by a high fence on which were scaled about a dozen young 
negroes looking like so many vultures. The fourth side of 
the pen was formed by a small building with lattice work 
at the ends. A door communicating with the |>en and 
another opening into the fields admitted light and uir. 

When I came up the smoking carcass of a freshly slain 
bullock had just been suspended to a hook in a beaut over 
bead. As the skin and entrails had been removed, a black, 
dirty negro wus engaged in cutting it in halves with a cont-

mon carpenter’s saw. After this operation another darkey 
washed it down with a sponge and bucket of water which 
he drew from a well near by It was then quartered and 
hung on hooks by the side of the room. 

Preparations were then made for killing another. A 
young negro went into the yard with a thick rope at the end 
of which was a oooBe. Ho approached a black steer and 
dexterously fastened the noose around his horns. The ex¬ 
hausted beast made no resistance but simply ran away 
among the rest. 

The end of the rope was then passed 

through a ring in the floor opposite the 

door. Several of the negroes now grasped the end aud 
by pulling forced the animal to approach the building, 
while two or three gathered around him and endeavored to 
hasten his movements by throwing largo, jagged pieces of 
lime rock at him. . , . 

He was thus dragged onward until his head came in eon, 
tact with a post, w here he stuck fast, for the .strain upon 
the rope prevented bis going back and disengaging his 
horns. While in this position the poor frightened beast was 
stoned and beaten by the yelling negroes, who rlaneed 
around him in cruel delight. 

After some time the rope was slackened and be was 
pulled back by the tail. lit- was instantly drawn forward, 
however, and at this moment Hiree huge (logs were set up¬ 
on him. They sprang toward him and one seizing him by 
the nose while the two remaining bit him in other parts. 

This drove the already terrified animal frantic and he 
struggled lo escape, roaring iu the dismal inuuner of cattle 
when in extreme pain The dogs barked loudly and at¬ 
tacked him fiercely, being encouraged by I he shouts and 
laughter of the inhuman negroes. 

Thus he was driven into the building, the floor of which 
was reeking with the blood of Ihe former victim, The dogs 
did not cease worrying and hiring him, even when his nose 
was drawn down into the gore about the ring. ihe poor 
brutes eyes started from their sockets, and every nerve 
quivered. 

Having forced his head down ns low as possible, the dogs 
were driven off, and a stalwart negro approached armed 
with a long sharp knife. He seized the writhing 
steer by a horn with oue hand, and with the 
other plunged the knife to the. hill iu the 
back of his neck, severing the spinal cord. The ani¬ 
mal dropped as if shot, but was not deprived of life. The 
butcher placed the bloody weapon between his teeth, and 
grasping the handle of an ax, inflicted a sharp blow upon the 
head of the prostrate ox, but did not quite render him un¬ 
conscious. His throat was then cut transversely, aud as 
the blood gushed out, two boys leaped upon the body and 
tramped about while the dogs gnawed one of the bony 
hips. After the animal was skinned it was dressed in the 
same manner as the other 

The whole scene was sickening, and it, was with dilnc.ul- 
ty that I persuaded myself to remain until its termination. 
I frequently after this heard the poor cattle bellowing while 
undergoing a like torture. 

It is hardly necessary to comment upon the detri¬ 
mental effects this beef must have upon individuals who 
■ are living in a country where the danger from yellow fever 
is imminent. But that such cruelty should be permitted in 
a city within the limits of the United States, under the eye 
of government officials seems incomprehensible. This beef 
! is sold at wholesale for twelve cents per pound, aud retails 
at from fifteen to twenty cents. I saw a few sheep 
on the Key, but they were government property and 
' used for the soldiers This beef was coarse aud, even had 
i it not been for the method employed in killing it, would have 
1 been hardly eatable. The best substitute for it which wc 
- fouDd, was green turtle steak, which was very good, and 
l could be purchased for fifteen cents per pound Market 
, hours were early in the morning; alter 8 o’clock no meat 
• could be procured for the remainder of the day.

The Nebraska Game Law. 

An act to prohibit the taking, wounding or killing of liirdo or any 
kind at any time within the elate of Nebraska, and providing penalties 
for the violation ot this act. ... , . 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state 
of Nebraska, that from and after the first day of June A. D. 
1877, it shall be unlawful for any person to take, wound, or 
kill any wild bird within this state; at any season of the 
year—or to take or destroy any wild birds eggs, or nests at 
any time. Providing that this act shall not apply to water 
fowls, jack-snipes, sahd-anipes, water waders and wood- 
cocks. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of section one 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof in any court having j urisdiction shall 
be fined in any sum not less than five or more than fifteen 
dollars for each and every bird laken, wounded or killed, 
and for every wild birds egg or nest taken or destroyed, 
such fine when collected to be paid into the county treasury 
for the benefit of the schools, und the person so convicted 
shall be committed to the common jail of the county until 
such tine and costs are paid.

Shooting Notes from Indiana. 

Columbus, Ind . March 8,1877. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Sporting matters in this part of 
the Hooeler State are dull, extrcemly so, us the ducks we 
nsdally have in the Spring have not put in an uppearance up 
to this date. Quail shooting the past season has been the 
best we have bad for many years up to the first of January, 
but after that time the snow was too deep to hutft with com¬ 
fort, and tbe legitimate sportsmen wisely laid aside their 
breechloaders and gave the birds a chance. 1 have not 
heard of a single bird being frozen to death, and the conse¬ 
quence is, we have plenty left for breeding. 

In passing through a field a few days ago, I flushed two 
full covies of line lusty fellows, each pair good for a nice 
covey next Fall. I may safely soy that everv field has one 
or more coveys that are out of danger from "the weather or 
gun, as we are all strict observers of the game law. If it 
were not for a slight dog-in-tbe-manger disposition on the 
part of the granger element, which might be overcome, this 
would be a good locality for a field trial next Fall. Birds in 
great plenty could be found, and this place is easy of access. 

A bill was introduced in our Legislature to 
prevent quail shooting for five years, but it 
was very properly voted down. Everyone who 
is at all observant knows that shooting over groumi 
does not necessarily decrease the supply for the next year; 
neither does ground that has not been shot over carry many 
birds over for tbe next season. Two years ago I was one of 
a party who built a small flat boat at this place and went 
out to the Wabash on a quail shooting trip. In the counties 
of Bartholomew and Jackson, where a great deal of bunting 
bad been done, wo found birds more plentiful than in Law¬ 
rence, Martin, David, Pike, and others through which we 
hunted, where a gun is scarcely ever fired at quail. We ac¬ 
counted for it by noticing that all kinds of vermin, such as 
foxes, skunks, minks, weasels, cals and different species of 
hawks, were constantly preying on these birds. Wc often 
found oovies with only three or four birds left aud the 
feathers and bones of the balance of the covey in different 
places In the field. 

I am satisfied that Ohio will not gain anything by her 
law stoppiug quail shooting for a stated period. It would 
be of interest to hear from some of the Ohio sportsmen on 
that subject. I am heartily ashamed that we have men in j 
this Slate who will not only shoot quail from a trap but j 
publish their disgraceful conduct to the world. After the 
scoring they have received on all sides 1 don’t think wc will 
see aDy more matches of that kind reported. I am down on 
quail trap-shooting and also on the wholesale slaughter of 
wild pigeons we read of so often iu all sporting papers. In 
a few years more the vast flocks of birds that we used to j 
look upon with wonder aud admiration will disappear ' 
altogether, thauks to tbe greedy cormorants who follow 
them up with nets and other devices of slaughter and cap¬ 
ture them from their young, causing double destruction. 

1 noticed sometime ago that one energetic merchant had 
sent his emissaries even into the Indian Territory, so fearful 
was he that the work of destruction would halt by the way- 
side. Silting Bull and Crazy Horse would have deserved 
the plaudit of "Well done thou good and faithful servants” 
if they had overhauled that parly. 

A glance over the draft of the Illinois game luw published 
lately in the Chicago Field is enough to make a Hoosier 
sportsman’s flesh crawl to see the danger he will run if he 
dares to poke his head over the borders of the Sucker State. 
Parties from other Slates contemplating a trip to Illinois, 
will do well to secure the services of a first class lawyer, 
oue well versed in this two-edged, double-barreled, breech 
loading ukase, to meet them on the border and steer them 
clear of those voracious landsbarks, outgo, game constables, 
who, with ruthless hands stand ready to confiscate Don ami 
Sancho, your “Greener," Elgin himting watch 18 karats 
fine, all holes jeweled, hunting coat, ditto pants, ditto hoots, 
ditto vest, ammunition, and your flask of “snake bite pana- 
ciea,” all! all at one fell swoop will be snatch from you 
and leave you on the bleak, dreary, desolate prairie, with 
the wild winds whistling a sad requiem around your de¬ 
fenceless—iegs. Many are the happy hours I have spent on 
the prairies of the once fret State of Illinois, but ulas the 
glory is about to depart. Other fields must 1 seek for my 
lavoritc sport. I know not whether the bill refeired to has 
become a law or not, but in case it should become a law, 
sportsmen from Illinois will be looked upon as trespassers 
in other States, for they tell us by this law, you shall not 
enter our borders to shoot. Ky. 

Wooster Notes.— Wooster, Ohio.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—As the warm weather continues ducks are making their 
appearance; also a few of the Wilson family. But not in 
sufficient numbers to make it interesting shooting. Quails 
are quite plenty in some localities and have survived the 
cold snap very well. Very few have been frozen except on 
the ridges, where there was no feed nor cover, they suffered 
most. Should the season be favorable they will be very 
plenty this Fall. While hunting rabbits in the month of 
December with a party from this place, we found between 
25 and 80 immense eovies inside of a mile and a half by a 
half mile wide. The ground bunted over being cornfields, 
rag weed, alders and wild rose, and affording splendid pro¬ 
tection against the hawks, which were plentier than ever 
before in this part of the country. Killbuck. 

Wintered Well. —A correspondent writes us from 
Springfiuld Mass., that the quails have wintered fairly and 
that good shooting is expected from them next fall.
